Unit Trust of India, in its meeting held on October 25, 
1972, has amended the Unit-Linked Insurance Plan, 
1971, formulated under Section 19(1) (cc) of the Unit 
Trust of India Act, 1963, as l’olows : 

A. In paragraph 3, the figure and word “45 years” 
shall be replaced by “45 years and 6 months”, 

B. The following may be inserted as paragraph 6A : 

“6A- An application for participation in the Plan 
may be made by an individual singly or by 
two individuals, neither of whom is a minor, 
jointly in the manner laid down in, and subject 
to the provisions of, paragraph 32A. In the 
case of an application by two individuals jointly, 
the provisions of paragraph 3, 4, 5(b), 5(c) 
and 6 hereof will apply to and only to the 
individual first named in the application.” 

t\ In paragraph 20, the words and figures “21 and 26” 
shall be replaced by ‘21, 26 and 31”, 

D. Paragraph 25 shall be amended as follows : 

“25. In the event of death of the members occurring 
at any time during the first two years from the 
date of commencement of his participation in 
the Plan or the date of reinstatement of his 
participation, the amount of insurance cover will 
be limited as fololws : 

Period elapsed since the commencement of mem- 
bership /date of reinstatement <£ Amount 

Less than 1 year — Refund of premiums paid 
from the date of commencement of participa- 
tion or date of re-instatement of participation, 
as the case may be, to the date of death. 

1 year or more but less than li years — 
25% of the insured amount. 

li years or more but less than 2 years — 
50% of the insured amount. 

However, in the event of death due to accident, 
the foregoing restrictions will not apply and 
the full amount of the cover will become pay- 
able. 

Explanation ; 

“Death due to accident” shall mean death oc- 
curring within six calendar months of the hap- 
pening of bodily injury, resulting solely and 
directly from accident caused by violent, exter- 
nal and visible means independently of any 
other cause, but not the death : 

(i) caused by intentional self-injury, suicide or 
attempted suicide, insanity or immorality 
or whilst the Member is under the in- 
fluence of intoxicating liquor, drug or nar- 
cotic; or 

(ii) taking place as a result of accident whilst 
the Member is engaged in aviation or aero- 
nautics in any capacity other than that of 
fare-paying, part-paying or non-paying, 
passenger in any aircraft which is authoris- 
ed by the relevant regulations to carry such 
passengers and flying between established 
aerodromes, the Member having at that 
time no duties on board the aircraft or 
requiring descent therefrom; or 


(iii) caused by injuries from riots, civil com- 
motion, rebellion , war (whether war be 
declared or not), invasion, hunting, moun- 
taineering, steeplechasing or racing of any 
kind; or 

(iv) resulting from the Member committing any 
breach of the law; or 

(y) arising from employment of the Member 
in the armed forces or military service ol 
any country at war (whether war be dec- 
lared or not) or from being engaged in 
police organisation.” 

E. Paragraph 31 shall be amended as follows : 

“31. In the event of termination of membership in 
terms of paragraph 28 or 39 above the erstwhile 
member will be issued a unit certificate with 
respect to the units to his credit, fractions, it 
any, being rounded off to the nearest whole 
number, provided that the Trust may pay him, 
if he so desires and makes a specific request to 
the Trust in this behalf, cash equivalent of the 
units to his credit. Before doing so, however, 
the Trust shall be entitled to recover, towards 
administrative charges, a sum not exceeding 
Rs. 50.” 

F. Item (ii) of paragraph 32 shall be amended as 
follows ; 

“(ii) Particulars of contributions received during the 
period alongwith the break-up of contributions 
invested in units and premiums paid to the Life 
Insurance Corporation of India.” 

G. The following may be inserted as paragraph 32A . 

“32 A. (1) When an application for participation in 
the Plan is mode by two individuals jointly, 
the Trust shall recognise only the first- 
named person as specified in the relevant 
application form, as the person entitled to 
deal with the units and to whom commu- 
nications wogld be sent by the Trust so 
long as he is alive. 

(2) A member, who is already participating 
singly in the Plan, may, if he so desires, 
on surrendering the Membership Certificate 
already issued by the Trust, apply in ’ the 
specified form along with another person, 
who is not a minor, for joint participation 
in the Plan. However, this facility will 
not be available to those members who 
join the Plan after 31st December 1972.
